The Convention—Our Special Report.
W present to our readers to-day, according to
promise, & full phonographic (verbatim) report
of the proceedings of the greal Jomwson Na-
tional Unpion Convention, This account has
bheen made up by our special reporters, and trans-
milted over our special telegraph wires ox-
pressly for nus. This feat enables us to give a
full and official report of the proceedings at
least twelve hours in advance of all the other
journals of the United States,

What the Endorsing of the Presidenttal

Plan of Reconsiruction Involves,
Wz take it for granted that the Convention
which assembles in thia city to-day will, among
ita other proceedings, pass & resolution endors-
ing the reconstruction policy of Presdent
Jonnsox. Indeed, considering all the clroum-
stances sttending the inception snd assemblage
of the Convention, it can do no less, Assuming
this to be so, 1t 18 a question of some interest
whether the comserpulive theory of reconstruc-
tion and President Jonsson's aclual work of
reconstruction can be harmonized,

The conservative theory, a; we understand it,
is, that the Rebelliondid aot in the least change
the relations of the States in which it ocourred
to the Unlom, nor m any sense destroy or
impair the rights which said Btates had as con-
atituent parts of the Union. Such relutions
and rights remained valid ana infaet! during the
enmire course of the Rebellion, and are so at
the present moment. As a conclusion from
these premises, the right of representation n
Congress legitimately follows.

As this 18 s point of some importance, we
prefer to let eminent conservatives themselves
state it. The minority of the joint Congress-
sional Committee of Roconstruction, composed
of Messra, Reveroy Jouxnsow, A, J. Rogers, and
Hexey Gripes, in their report lay down and
support the tollowing proposition in regard to
the Rebel Btates, viz., that “‘such States, during
the entire Rebellion, were as completely compo-
neat States of the United States as they were
before the Rebellion, and were bound by all
the obligations which the Constitution imposes,
and entulled to alt is privileges.”

The Hon. H. A. Nersox, temporary Chairmuan
of the Conservative State Convention at Sara-
toga, which elected the conservative delegation
from New York to the Philudelphia Convention,

aid down the following proposition with reter-
ence to the Rebel States:—

“‘No Btate can dissolve 18 relations with ita
sister Slates. Once a State in the Union, It 1s
entitled to all the mghts and privilezes guar-
anteed by the Constitution. It 18 entitled to be
represented not only on the flag but 1 the Con.
gress of the naiiow,”

But the clearest stalement ol the conservative
theory that have yet met with, and the boldest,
because carrying that theory out to <ome of its
logical conclusions, is that made by the Hon.
Tuomas Ewing, Sr., in a very long and elaborate
letter to Secretary BrowsiNg, apropos ol the
Philadelphia Convention, In that letter he says:

“1 assume, therefore, that the laws of the
Union enacted pursuant to the Constitution are
{oul‘m&ncut. neitber weakened nor atfecied by

he laws ot the State; that no Slate can sscpde
from the Unwon, either temporarily or perma-
nently; that the ordinances ol secession, thoneh
bearing the names ol the States, were the ac's
of unauthorized men who temporarily usurped

wer; that during the whole contest, trom its

fnning to its close, ench und all the Stutes,
notwithstanding their ordinauces ol secession,
were States of the Uslon and in the Union, and
at the close of the contest the usurped power
was withdrawn, and the supremacy of the ‘}niun
acknowledged by the authorities of the States,
It follows o8 a necrssury oonse oo that, even in
the heal and violence of the Rebellion, Sa'es in
wireh helwel prolence most prevailed, were each and
all of them as States entitied to their representation
in the (wo Houses of Congress, LR
It cannot, therefore, be rationally contended
that a State in which the Rebellion has been
suppressed, the ordinance of secesslon rescinded
and anpullea, and the power of the Union
s&rknowlcduet{. can be denled Its representation
in the two Houses of Congress because it has
been for a time controlled by men in a state of
revolt, when that nu';l condifion, while i erwed,
did not deprive il oy the right of representation.?

‘We need not pont out the error of fuect in Mr,
Ewmia's aesertion that “‘at the close of the con-
test the usurped authority was withdrawn,”
when, in truth, it was violently overthrown;
nor s it necessary to call attention to the siarg
ling but “necessary consequence” he deduces
from the conservative theory, He might huave
added thal, a8 a necessary consequence aleo, the
Rebel States, “even ln the heat and viclence of
the Rebeliion,” were entitled to cast thelr votes
for Presdent and Viee-President. Fortunately,
the common gense of the country in that hour
of supreme diffioulty and danger saved it both
from this theory and all its “neccssary conse-
quenoes,”

It will be sean that we have guoted almost
entirely from what may be pre-eaitnently oallod
“oonservative” authority, and of Republican
antecedents. Of course, the theory maintained
by that politioal faction commonly known as
«igopperheads,” and by the late Rebels them-
golves, is quite as emplatic aa to the non-lor-
feiture of State rights on account of Rebellion.

Now, the question is, how can this theory be
harmonized with Presldent Jomsson's plan ot
reconstruction 88 it has actually been carried
out? That plan Involved the enfire overthrow ot
the varlous Btate Governments of the Rebel
Htates. It the Btates, as the conservative theory
malntains, lost none of their rights on aceount
of the Rebellion, how does it happen that they
wero lawfully deprived of that most sscred and
comprehensive right—the right of ha ving their
owa chosen local governments? This right in.
cludes all others, It 48 the fundamental right
of & State. When It 15 overthrown nothing

pemalns, Yet, a8 & master of fact, President

Jonwgon did overthrow by violence, by military
force, every Rebel State Government he found in
existenoe. Governors were deposed and for
bidden to exerciss their official functions; legis-
lntures were dispersed by military order;
fudges were driven from the bonch;
every offiolsl functionary of the Btates in rebel
lHon was expelled from his position. Accord¥ag
1o this conservative theory, the President has
to-diy ns much right to overthrow the State
Goverament of the Btate of Pennsylvania as he
had to overthrow that of Mississippl or Georgia;
ne much right to depose Governor CurTIN a8 he
hed to depose Governor VANCE, or fiovernor
Suirh, or Governor CLAREK, or Governor Browx,
North Carolina, Virginia, Mississippi, ete,, were
Btates *in the Unlon;” they had lost none of
their rights or privileges by rchellion; they
were entitled to representation in Congress, and
to an equal participation in the political power
and government of this republie; where, then,
idid the President get any suthority to overthrow
these Btate organizatious, and to depose all
their functionaries ¥

but not only did tiae President overthrow—
drstroy—the organizations of these *‘States In
the Union,” he next proceeded to rule them by
his agents—"safraps,” a high authority in North
Carolina calls them. Where in the conservative
theory do we find room for this proconsular
style of ndministration? Wherein the Conatitu
tion or the laws of the country do we find such
an oflice as that of **Proyisional Governor” of a
“State in this Union” provided for?

The next step in the President’s plan of recon.
struction was the creation ol new State organi-
zutions, to take the places ol the old ones he
had destroyed. Does the conservative theory
allow the President to make States, ns well as
te destroy them?  Although these new bodies
corpotate bave become de faclo State organiza.
tions, they are still as truly the agencies of the
President ns were the Provislonal Governments
which preceded them.

Now it is not for us to say what the Presi-
dent's theory of reconstruction s, or was, or
whether any consistent theory of the work he
has actunlly done can be devised; we have sim-
ply ealled attention to the faels in the case, for
the purpose of showing that they cannot, by any
possibility, be reeonciled with the conservative
theory., Hence the conclusion is, that if the
Convention shall endorse Precident Jonmxson's
plan of reconstruction, they must ubandon alto-
gether the logien) basts upon which their cam-
puign against the Union party is based, Their
theory will then be confessedly one which does
not apply to the case in hand, All thelr fine-
spun discussions and declars\ivns in regard to
State rights wust pass merely for “profitless
abstractions,” totally worthiess for the purposcs
of practical statesmanship. Moreover, the in-
dorsement of acls so palpably at war with the
uvowed doctrines of the Conservatives must cast
an nir of dislvecnuousness ever all their pro.
ceedings, and must deprive them of that moral
power which, in thig country, is so important
un element of politieal svccess.

The Sentiments of James L. Orr and
Montgomery Blair,

It bhas been some years sloce a Southern
orator of seoession proclivities has favored a
Philndelphin andience, We had almost learned
to believe that the time was past when the
planter would be received with cheers by Penn.
sylvanis. It has been many months since the
rich tones of the South Carolina gentleman
have been heard upon our streets, and we
suppose, as & stranger, we should bid bim wel-
come. But it is difticult for our population to
jorget those who have been instrumentul in
bringing about all our suffering. And among
thes: instroments was Hon. Jamgs, L, Onw, of
south Cnrolina, deleaste to the Convention,
who addressed s public meeting last mght,

We have vend his speech, as published, with
some care, fecling, as we did, & natural anxiety
to gee how a repentant (?) Rebel would address
an ussemblage of residents of the most loyal city
of the lnnd. The impression left upon our
winds [rom its perusal may be an unjust one,
but we cannot divest ourselves of the belief that
Mr, Onmr sought to be craftv, und that all nis
sentiments were prepared in conference belore
bhand. 'Chey have not the true ring ol honesty
about them. They are not the uneusrded ex-
pression of an open heart; buy they seem to us
atilted and elaborate, and are strongly suggestive
ol deceplion, We propose to glince at oae or
two of his sentiments as reported,

The Governor, afler assuring hi: hearers thut
the submission of the South was general, und
that they intended in good faith 8o to act as to
obliterate the past (omitting, however, any
mention of the Memphis and New Orleans
riots), proceeded to gpeak on the subject of the
pational debt.  He said:—

“Although your public debl was conlracted in
# war sgainst that section irom which [ come, |
should feel that any repudiation ol that debt
tarnished wy honor, 1tigthe debtof the Govern-
ment. It obligations are Lo be met in good
taith, and 1 say (0 all asserting the conteary, that
! am infaror of acknowledging all debts con-
tracted by your Government, or my Governmend,
for whalever purpose,”

Now this utterance muay be all right. It may
be the declaration of u desire to pay our debt
and our debt only, and, influenced by o dedire
to unite conflicting interesia, (he Governor may
have meant that “your Government and my
Government” are one and the same. But fol-
lowing the strict copsiruction ot the English
language, and supposing the Governor to be
fumiliar with the rules of syntux, we must take
him to mean that he favors the payment of the
debts of two distinet Governments, one of
which is ours and one of which wns his; in
other words, that he favored tne assumption of
Rebel debt as well as the loyal indebtedness, If
such was s meaning, It will be well for us to
have it distinetly understood, as onr people
would llke to examine into the propriety ol
adding to our burden some two thousand mil-
lions more, It would be well for us to have the
thing perfeetly understood. We mean to do tne
Governor no 1njustice, and would sincersly
regret did we unintentionally place him o &
fulse lght, but we hold him only by his words
#8 published, und until he correcis them, we
| suppose they will have to be glaced to his
responsibility,

The concluding passuge of his speech is pecu.
liar. He appeals to us to kill all yadicalism be-
| cause we were (he first to respond to the call for
troops to defend our flag, The Keystone Btate
was ever forcmost 1o its defense of the Union
and its bitter and vndying hostility to treason —
why then should it be expected that we should
take by the hand those who have not yet
| washed the blood of her sons from thelr hands?

Why then should she be ready to welcome the
defenders of a preconcerted serles of murders
in order that a harmless Convention should be
digbauded, A betler acquaintance with the
sentiment of Peansylvania, such as he oan ao-
quire by October next, will show to Mr. Onn
that it is no use to hope that our State will
“effectually put an end to radicalsm of all
soria,”

Mr. Onr was followed by Mr. MoNraoMERY
Brame, who went further than his predecessor in
delivering his views. No one can accuse Mr.
Bram of deception. He spoke his sentiments
out boldly, and without fear announced his
views, There was a frankness about all he said
which was certainly commendable, He spoke
in favor of the South. He showed how the
Constitution forbid secession, He maintained
that the war only had decided thes lzsue, and
with commendable frankness avowed his desire
and desien of placing the South once more in
the Union. His altack on Governor OURTIN
was certainly undeserved., Coming to Pennsyl-
vania, and speuking to an audience which, even
il it did not agree with the Governor in politics,
beld bim in the highest personsl and official
esteem, to impute to him merely the tll-teeling
incident on n reprisal as the cause of his courae,
was certuinly a want ot taste,

But we have nothing to find fault with in the
greater part of My, Buam's remarks, We dealre
that the views of the new party should be
clearly expressed, and hope that all other
speakers will utler as decided sentiments na
thouse which flowed from the lips of Mr, LincoLn's
Postruaster-General,

* | can nssure you my bheart is in this strogele,
and so have been the hearts of all my family.

Tur bitterness of MoxraoMeny Bramr against
the Union party is quite amusing, He can
never forget nor forgive his ignomimous expul-
sion from Mr, Lixconx's Cabinet, The very
Convention which rennminated President Lis-
coLy unseated his weak und obnoxious Cabinat
officer, The manner, ton, in which Mr. LiNcoLy
performed the painful duty had a touch of grin
homor about it that will always stick to the
popular mind. **Your time bas come, Mr,
Bramg,” soid the great man: and Mr. Braim,
with his head under bis arm, walked out of the
White House, He hus been bitter e ver sinea.
